CARGO OF SUPPLIES SHIPPED FROM 
ENGLAND 198 YEARS AGO REACHES U S. 


Philadelphia, Aug 18 (/PY A cargo of supplies shipped from Eng­ 
land 198 years ago arrived in Philadelphia yesterday. 
Tile supplies— including such relics as pewter plates, silver shoe 
buckles, square nails, and two pronged forks -were taken from an 
early 18th century English vessel which sank about 1750 with a 
cargo consigned to colonial residents of Philadelphia. 
The ship was discovered two weeks ago by army engineers who 
were dredging the Delaware river near Thorofare, N. J. It was 
about 30 feet under water. 
Divers were sent dow'n last week and yesterday contents of tile 
ship were pulled ashore by a, suction pipe. 
Dr 
M arshall W. S. Swan, curator of the Atnerican-Swedish 
museum, said the ship must have been sunk in the channel in 1750. 
He explained th at markings found on some of the pewter plates 
indicated they had been made at that time. 
A lock was engraved with the name of Kettland, whom Dr. Swan 
said was a locksmith who started business in England in 1715. 
Army engineers made no effort to bring the ship to the surface 
because of the condition of its woodeu structure.

"B rother M atthias 
was the greatest man Eve ever know n," Ruth often said. 
Ruth was born February 6, 1895, but he never knew 
it until 1934 w hm he went on a barnstorm ing trip to 
Japan. His birth certificate, necessary to obtain a pass­ 
port, showed that Ruth was actually a year younger 
than he believed himself to be. 
Many brothers took a liking to Big George, as the 
Kids called him. They taught him a trade aa a child and 


he became fairly proiicient as a shirt m aker. But base­ 
ball was his first and only love. 
St. M ary’s had a num ber of baseball team s but R uth 
caught for the No, I team —and he was an unorthodox 
southpaw catcher. He caught w ith the m itt on his left 
hand, dropping the glove each tim e he made a throw to 
the pitcher or to one of the bases. 
W hen Ruth was 17, he laughed one day when a St. 
M ary’s pitcher was being pounded. Brother M atthias 
didn’t think it funny. So he forced Ruth to try to do 
b etter From that tim e Babe was a pitcher. 
A year later, B rother G ilbert, a teacher from Mt. St. 
Joseph’s, another Catholic school, interested Jack Dunn, 
B altim ore Oriole m anager, in the raw IGO pound six- 
foot-two recruit with the flat nose and spindly legs, 
In the spring of 1914 Ruth was on his way. He had 
signed his first contract—$600 a year. After one m onth

his salary was doubled to $1,200 and after the second 
m onth it w ent up to $1,800. 
One of the B altim ore coaches, seeing R uth following 
Dunn, said in jest: 
"H ere comes D unn w ith his new est B abe.” The nick­ 
nam e stuck and it becam e the most fam ous baseball has 
ever known. 
Before the season w as over Dunn had sold R uth to the 
Boston Red Sox for a sum variously reported betw een 
$2,900 and $10,000. B ut the left handed pitcher w asn’t 
ready for the m ajors. A fter a m onth during w hich he 
won two gam es and lost one the Red Sox sent him to 
Providence, R. I., and he helped the team w in the In te r­ 
national League pennant. 
The seasoning R uth obtained in Providence was just 
w hat he needed.
